Burnside, a8 0 
farewell gesture to ls friend 
aboard, jumped into a amall pur- 
suit plane, and followed in the 
wake of the bomber.

‘There were 
lots of ipretty blue ones,s instead 
of the normal reds and greens, on 
the newspaper wrappers. 


The contents of those wrappers 
explained why. ‘Hongkong * post- 
age rates, as from Apr, 1, went up 
with a bump. And evidently the 
Hongkong public are not very 
pleased about it, because the pretty 
Llue stamps cost 10 cents “each, 
whereas the red ones can be had 
for 4 cents and the green ones for 
2 cents apiece. ; 


_A Bit Thick. 

The reasons for the Increases 
are firstly the steady depreciation 
in the value of the Hongkong 
dollar and secondly the need 
which the Colony feels for addi- 
tlonal revenue.

AT ROTARY CLUB. 


HONGKONG JOURNALS. 


The growth of the British Preas, 
its expansion and the inyportant 
role it plays in the life of che 
world, waa dealt with by Rotarian 
R. T. Barrett, at the weekly mect- 
ing of the Hongkong Rotary Club, 
which ‘wis held at Messrs, Lane 
Crawford's rostaurant yesterday, 


under the chairmanship of Sir. 


William Hornell. : : 

Mr. B. Wong Tape stnted that 
lottera of congratulntion on the 
Hongkong Club had been recpived 
from Rotary Clubs at Clayham, 
London, S.W.,. Bradford, St. 
Pancras, London, Lethbridge, 
Alberta, Canada, and Orange, New 
Jersey. 

The chairman extended a hearty 
welcome to the members of the 
currency commission, Mr. W._H. 
Clegg, Mr. P. H. Ezechiel and Mr. 
G. L. M. Clauson, who were guests 
of the Club, and wished them every 
success in their mission.— (AP 
plause). He alao welcomed Rotarian 
Dr. M. Y. Lum, of the Kualn 
Lumpur Club, saying that he was 
an old student of Hongkong Uni- 
versity and waa now at the Lum 
Chinese Hospital and Maternity 
Home, Kuala Lumpur, a very big 
institution which, last yenr, dealt 
with over 3,000 cnscs. 

Dr. Lum pointed ‘out ‘that there 
were seven or cight Rotary Clubs 
in Malaya and he belonged to the 
Kuala Lumpur Club, which was the 
firat to be formed there, Those 
Clubs, he said, had brought ood 
fellowship to people of all nationali- 
tles, by which the Government was 
dircelly benefited. He — extended 
hearty congratulations to the Hong. 
kong Club. 


Early History. 


Speaking on “Journalism,” 
Rotarian Barrett snid)—The title 
of my address should be newspapers 
rather than journalism, and I might 
add, British newrpapera, but the 
distinction is small and as the poct 
puta it, a rose by any other name 
would smejl as sweet. : 

I ahall to-day first say something 
about newapapers in general, and 
then refer to our papers in Hong- 
kons. 

Newspapers, like many other 
amenities of modern life, are the 
product of the great process alle 
ed the Industrial Reyolution, and, 
like the Industrial Revolution, 
their development was hastened, 
forced ane might aay, by the NApo- 
leonic Wars. In ancient Rome 
news bulletins of battles and cam- 
palgns were posted on public 
buildings, but the trie newspaper 
is a child of printing. 

The days of the wars, and the 
political crisia of the time of Wil- 
liam IV and of Anne, when Marl- 
borough was the national hero, 
first saw regular publications in 
London’ of newspapers, many of 
them mere broadsheeta of politicn! 
nbuse. Defoe, the ‘author of 
Robinson Crusoe, was an editor, 
and published his Reyiew three 
times n week. There was the bril- 
liant cycleof the Spectator, Tatler 
and later Dr. Johnson's Idler and 
Rambter, but they were not daily 
publientions giving the events of 
the known world. and there was 
no method of distributins: them 
quickly beyond London. 


Public's Interest Roused. 


During the Napoleonic Wars, 
which affected the life of the or- 
dinary people, and roused thelr in- 
terest in a manner that no former 
wars had done, there grew _an im- 
mense hunger for news. ‘England 
wanted to know what Nelson and 
Cornwallis, Moore and Wellington 
were doing, what the Government 
waa up*.to, and what mischief 
Charles James Fox was brewing. 

The Morning Post’ was founded 
in 1772, und the Times in 1786, but 
it wag the wara of the French Re- 
volution that enabled them to get 
a grip on the nation. “About this 


time Macadam’s roads were being |- 


made and conch services started, 
und the population was growing. 
More men were learning to read, 
the papers were getting out into

The special Interest to us here of 
the carly history of the British 
Presa, ‘ia that we sec around us 
the Chinese nation passing through 
ite industrial rovolution. and the 
growth, with it, of a now Chinese 
preas. It enables one to under- 
stand many of the difficulties with 
which Chinese papers are faced. 


‘ Improved Distribution. 


It is not’ necessary for me to 
trace in detail how the news- 
papers selzed on inventions and 
development..’ The railways open- 
od now possibilities for distribu- 
tion, the post office and the reduc- 
ing of postal rates nlso made new 
subscribera accesgible. From be- 
ing London affairs only the, lead- 
ing newspapers now saw educated 
people all over England as poten- 
tial renders,. ‘The invention of the 
electric telegraph started a new 


era fn tho quick supply of distant} 


news. The telegraph made it pos- 
sible to get quick and reliable in- 
telligence of wars-and revolutions 
in all parts of the world. Think 
of the advance the telegraph meant 
upon tho old relinnce upon Ictters 
and travellers’ tales.. The news- 
papers could arouse a real interest 
in world affairs. They no longer 
concentrated like 18th century 
journals upon’ London politics, Old 
Bailey and Tyburn proceedings, 
and vory witty and spiteful gossip 
nbout the Royal Dukes, actresses 
and other celebrities. There was 
loss and gain Lut I think the ain 
Eredominnted. , 


40 Yonra Ago. 


Most of us are old enough to re- 
member newspapers of 30 and 40 
years ago. They were pretty solid 
aTairs--amall headlines,  smatl 
type and most of it rather stodyy 
reading. When Mr. Gladstone 
made one of his great Midlothian 
campaign speeches, 4 Scottish 
paper on the top of column one of 
page une put a small Jine: “Mr. 
Gladstone at Edinburgh” (1 think 
it was Edivuryh) and then follow- 
ed column after column, without 
any sort of break, of the Grand 
Old man's mighty oration, Think 
to-day of the streamer headlines 
right ncrosa the top of the page. 
of the brief summary in Jarge type 
across two columns, of the display 
of one or two striking phrascs, of 
the “Fourteen points from Mr. 
Gladstone's Speech,” of the “Six 
Striking passages.” Everything 
would be theré—except a full re- 
port of what Mr. Gladstone anid. 

The Victorian newspaper was 
solid and masculine. It dealt with 
politica and business, the Jaw 
courts, particularly great murder 
trinls like the Maybrick and Penge 
cases, with cricket and the minor 
wars of the Empire. It was not 
an thing for women, and women did 
not bother their pretty heads 
nhbout the papers, 

Modern British journalism, as 
fur as any immense movement ean 
be traced to one man, must . be 
traced. for praise and blame, to 
the late Lord Northcliffe. 


Lord Northcliffe’s Work. 


Lord Northcliffe realised that 
national education had created an 
immense source of potential news- 
pauper Teaders, There were men 
and women, not very well educat- 
ed, but with scraps of time scat- 
teréd about the day which could 
be very well filled in by reading a 
newspaper. And Northcliffe was 
particularly clever in his appeal to 
women readers. It was the Daily 
Mail that made Englishwomen 
renders of newspapers. It was no 
good serving up nothing but Par- 
Hament and serious and solid 
news. “Short and Snappy Stories" 
were the requirements, , So the 
Daily Mail, price Yd, was .born, 
full of human interest, of exciting 
stories set out In a way that was 
ensy to read. And let me im- 
press one thing. It was clean. 
The yellow press may be sensa- 
tional, it may report a spicy case 
—but so does the Times, probably 
moro fully, but the tone of the 
cheap papers is and always has 
been healthy .and clean, dike the 
thrillers of Edgar Wallace, an old

But the 
statesman who.{s generally said to 
have been behind {t, has. reason 
to regret that he started the pro- 
cess, 
which that press propaganda has 
gone recently. It is an usurpation 
of power that docs not belong to 
the press and most {njurjous to, 
the best interests of newspapers 
and newspaper-men.

Hongkong, which is stil) suffer- 
ing from the combined effects of 
n dollar based on silver and the 
continued trade depression, cannot, 
put feel a measure of sympathy 
for Malays, where the position is 
even Worse than it is here. We all 
know what the slump -in rubber 
and tin has meant for our South- 
ern neighbours, not only in loss 
of revenue, but also in creating an 
unemployment problem of which 
there is, happily, no counterpart 
in Hongkong. A situation of ex- 
treme gravity has, in fact, arisen 
in Malaya, and we have it on the 
word of the Financial Adviser that 
the Colony is not faced merely by 
a financial emergency, or some 
liability of a definite amount which 
cin be met’ by surplus funds, but 
‘by a general condition of growing 
improverishment. Thus the  con- 
munity is told that the scope of 
public and private expenditure 
must be reduced to fall into har- 
mony with the realities of the 
existing economic conditions. 

It will help to.an understanding 
of the position in Malaya if we 
cull a few points from the speech 
just delivered to the Federal 
Council by the Financial Adviser. 
These show that the country is 
faced with a deficit of twelve mil- 
lion do'tars on the estimated re- 
venue for 1931 and a drop of 
seven millions in the estimated 
railway receipta. The situation, it 
is explained,: is not due to any 
heavy and unforeseen expenditure 
or extravagance on the part of 
the Ggvernment, but is caused by’ 
the widespread trade and indus- 
trin] depression. In the circums- 
tances, it fs realised that the mea- 
sures to be taken to meet the posl- 
tlon must be primarily by, reduc- 
tion of expenditure. Accordingly, 
the Government has decided. sub- 
ject to the concurrence “Of the 
Secretary of State. to reduce al) 
temporary allowances on salaries 
by fifty per cent., whilst reductions 
are also to be made in acting 
allowances, travelling and trana- 


jport allowances and paymenta for 


extra work. It ‘has also ‘been 
proposed that theré shall bo an 
abeyance of the: present liberal 
leave allowances, but the concur- 
rence of the Colony is needed for 
this. . Furthormore, it ia recog. 
nised that in a timo like the pre- 
sent the Colony must be propared 
to sacrifice to some extent its high 
standards. of maintenance and

The Train Disaster. 


The clenients seemed to conspire 
to render more serious the ‘con- 
sequences pf the dianatrous derail- 
ment on the Kowloon-Canton Rail- 
way. At least two of the virtims 
might have been saved but for 
the further washout on the line 
which prevented the employment of 
lifting gear, while landslides, block- 


ing the Tafpo Road at many points, 


enormously hampeted the succour- 
ing of the seriously Injured. In 
the circumstances, the gallant band 
of rescue workers led by medical 


men and, officials of the Railway, 


accomplished conspicuously fine 
work, .and no tributes can be too 
high. There will, of course, be a 
public inquiry into the sccident, the 
first major catastrophe on the line 
since the railway was opened some 
twenty years ago, The main ques- 
tions to be determined will concern 
the ndequacy of the inspection sys- 
tem. Such facts as have been 
brought to light allow of few critl- 
ciama, A train had passed the full 
length of the line only two hours 
before without mishap. The dri- 
ver of the wrecked’ engine states 
clearly cnough that the damage to 
the foundations of. the embank- 
ment, caused by the torrential rains 
and the consequent heavy swelling 
of the volume of- the nearby water- 
fall, could not be observed from the 
track. There was no suspicion of 
danger until the ground began to 


give way beneath the train bring- | 


ing about the tragic plunge. An- 
other point of investigation con- 
sists in the amazing telescoping of 
the third curringe.' A wooden 
conch between four stecl coaches, 
it suffered the full effect of the 
sudden stoppage ahead and the 
forward impetus of the conches be- 
hind. Such was inevitable. Here it 
was that the majority of the ensunl- 
ties occurred. Wide avenues of 
enquiry are opened up, first, as to 
the use of wooden coaches, second 
as to the muking up of composite 
trains, and thirdly, if composite 
trains are neceasiry,. as to the 
position of such wooden coaches 1s 
are employed.

To the 
avenge person such a revolt as 
that which has oceurred at 
Madeira would seem a serious 
matter, but the student of affairs 
in Portugal is satisfied that the 
present Government, having 
announced that —_ constitutional 
government will soon be restored 
in the country is proceeding slow- 
ly to endeavour to develop the 
resources of Portugal and the 
Portuguese colonies, and attempts 
by political -factions to overthrow 
the present regime will probably 
delay the restoration of the con- 
stitutional form of government in 
Portugal. Most observers are 
hopeful thut it will not be long 
before parllamentary yovernment 
will replace the present dictator- 
ship, and that the discipline im- 
posed on politicians at the present 
time will have a salutary effect 
and prepare them for ‘the time 
when the Parliament comes to 
function again in Portugal.

Discussing the Making. of « ‘Revue. 


O the playgoer in search of 

amusement, o revue seems 

merely a fortuitous collection 
of sketches, ballets, dances and low- 
comedy turns. me 

Yet the making of a revuc Is a 
very subtle affair, It is not a for- 
tuitous collection of turns. ‘'Coch- 
ran’s 1931 Revue” is a-case in point. 
There are, as a matter of fact, a 
number of attractive turns in this 
Viewed as Varicty come- 
dians of a rather old-fashioned type. 
Clark and McCullough are quite 
amusing. When they were here In 
“Chuckles” they kept audiences 
roaring with Inughter. 

‘Has the psychology of audiences 
changed in n brief cight years? 1 
doubt ‘It, and Cochran doubted it. 

But, as he has admitted in inter- 
views, their engagement was an €x- 
periment as far as his own revue is 
concerned. [or the entertainments 
at the London Pavilion and the New 
Oxford have nlways been on the side 
of sophistication.

There is a heartiness and simpli- 
city In the North which you seldom 
findtin a Wert End theatre in Lon- 
don. 

The most blase Londoner Is, how- 
evek, rendy enough to be amused by 
wisecracks and knockabout fun. 

Charlie Chaplin has linked to- 
gether all classes in admiration of 
his comic genius. Yet, to be frank, 
his pantomimic “gags? have been 
used over and over again by himself 
and others. He. really makes a 
revue of himself and spares no pains 
to obtain just the right effect. 
Miles of films are exposed und 


barely a fiftieth part of the celluloid,

QUESTION OF BAIL 
ARGUED. 


FUGITIVE’S RIGHT. 


The legal position of an alleged 
fugitive from justice who’ has 
agreed to waive tho formality of 
extrndition | proceedings but de- 
clincs to be returned ‘under a 
police escort was discussed beforo 
Mr. Schofield at the Central Police 
thia morning, in the cnse in which 
a Chinese from Penang {fs being 
proceeded ngainst fn connexion 
with the alleged larceny of 75,000 
Rupees from a foreign firm there. 

Making an eleventh-hour 
appearance in the ense, Mr. Hin- 
shing Lo informed the Court that 
he had been instructed by Mesara. 
Witkinson and Grist to appear for 
the fugitive, in proceedings which 
he vnderstood to have been taken 
unuer the Fugitive Offenders Act 
of 1881. He now asked for a date 
to be fixed for the hearing of the 
case. Menntime, he wished to be 
infomed whether the nccused wag 
detained bythe potice on a pro: 
visionnl Warrant or by 
endorsed warrant t over from 
Rangoon which His Excellency the 
Governor had backed through his 
Worship, ‘These were small de- 
tails which nevertheless were of 
Importance to the defence, 

Mr. H.C. Macnamara, repre 
senting the “private prosecutor” 
jin connexion with the criminal 
charge against the fugitive, said 
the Sub-Inspector from Rangoon, 
who was to be the escort, had 
arrived here. The case here was 
in the hands of Sub-Insapector 
Elston, who at the moment was 
conferring with Chief Detective 
Inspector Reynolds. He (Mr, 
Macnamarn) thought the best 
thing waa to remand the cuse until 
to-morrow morning for the atten- 
dance of this police escort from 
Rangoon, 

“Apparently the accused has 
changed hia mind about going back 
to Rangoon,” commented Mr. Mac- 
namarna. 

Mr. Lo said he must disagree. 
The accused had not changed his 
mind; what he did not wish to do 
was to be compelled to go back 
avith an eacort. In point of fact, 
he did at one time ask his Worship 
to be permitted to go on a visit to 
Amoy' firat without on escort.- 

His Worship, granting Mr. Lo's 
appliciition, fixed: the ‘hearing for 
the afternoon of the 28th instant, 


Bail Provision. 


The question of bail was then. 
brought up by counsel, who said 
the right, both of giving a remand 
and of granting bail, was preserib- 
ed for the Court under the provi- 
sions of the Home Act under which 
the present proceedings were 
drought. ,Under that Act, the 
accused had a right even to ask 
for bai} himself, a right even great- 
er than a man) ogainat whom -ex- 
tradition proceedings were taken.

One of the earliest Iandmarks in 

hintory of the: Civil Service 

lub—its present pavilion—is 

in the se of demolition. But it is 

to be replaced in substantlal form, 

nnd wnly n sentimental loss will be 
elt. 

Standing for 28 years os o testi- 
mony to one of the biggest advances 
achieved in a single year by tho Club 
and its supporters, the pavilion, which 
suceceded, the original matsheds, — is 
now in the course of being pulled 
down, to make way for improvements 
to Morrison Hill Road and the foot- 
path leading from the monument to 
the Hongkong Football Club, which 
are being effocted by the Public 
Works Department, 

The Club, however, fully nlive, to 
the position have lost no time in draw- 
ing up plans for the erection of a 
new “house.” These have been pass- 
ed, and by thé end of September 
next, an entirely new conerete edifice 
will adorn the Civil Service Recrea- 
tion ground.

MR. MACKENZIE’S WAR WORK 
AT ATHENS. 


Mr. Compton Mackenzie, the 
novelist, who, after being attached 
to Sir Ian Hamilton’a staff at 
Gallipoli, was transferred in the 
summer of 1916 to the Intelligence 
Service in Atheng, exposes in First 
Athentan Memories the melodrama- 
tic ‘uselessness of this organisation 
after a year of war, and emphasiscer 
the gross bungling by which Allied 
diplomacy threw away Greek sup- 
port, incurred the distrust both of 
Venizelos and King Constantine, 
nnd drifted into the costly Salonica 
adventure. — te 

“Tho treatment of Greece during 
tho Great War was one of the most 
disreputable examples of ‘muddling 
through in our history,” writes Mr. 
Mactenzic very justly. 

Tne British Foreign Office led 
the ‘hand-to-mouth existence of ao 
street conjurer, producing out of a 
battered old Whitehall top that 
Thrace, Cyprus, Macedonia, and 
badly cut chunks of Asin Minor to 
earn the pennies of a_ sceptical 
Balkan audience.

CHINESE CHARGED 
WITH. FORGERY. 


ALLEGED FALSE ORDER, FOR! 
DEPOSIT RECEIPTS. 


A serlen of charges arising out 
of an attempt to obtain a consign- 
ment of deposit receipts, on pre- 
sentation at the printers, of an 
alleged forged document, were 
brought asainst two Chinese, who 
apponred before Mr. Schofield, at 
the Central Police Court yesterday 
afternoon. , ‘ 


The firat of the two men wns 
charged avith forgery of 2 seal, 
made or used by the Kwan On 
Loong firm, of Fung Ming Road, 
Shekkl. and of 63, Connaught Rod, 
Contral; uttering the forged docu- 
ment nnd of attempting to obtain 
i consignment of deposit receipts 
on the forged document. The 
second defendant waa only charged 
on the third count. 


Mr, F.C, EB, Rendall prosecuted 
om behalf of the complainant firm, 
with Detective Sergeant W. E. 
Mendowa watching on behalf of 
the Potice. 

Detailing the facts of the case, 
Mr. Rendall produced a specimen of 
the deposite receipts issued by. the 
firm and sald that they repreacnted 
deposits of ‘the face value of $50. 
The iden was that they were sold 
to-‘customers whe may use them as 
negotiable instruments at any of 
the firm’sa branches in Chung Shan, 
They were used in the same way 
ns bank notes were in Hongkong 
and, therefore, forgeries would not 
be known to the head ofhee for 
some considerable time afterwarda, 

Continuing, Mr. Rendall men- 
tioned that the receipta were, peint- 
ed by the Commercial Press Ltd. 
on March 9, the printer. ceceived 
n letter asking for L000 copies to 
be printed in’ the way 08 
formerly. pore a chop, 
which, if was ed. would be 
proved to be a for do chop and 
waa written by somebody mot in 
the compliinants’ emnloy oor on 
their instructions, 


Defendants Arrestad, 


~The departmental maniucer of 
the Commercial Press made a note 
that the Kwan On Loong should 
be communiented with to enter 
into a contract: which should be 
signed, When this letter was ac- 
cording]y sent the Kwan'On Loong 
realised that = something — was 
wrong, They wrote to the prin- 
ters informing them thrl they had 
no knowledge whatever cof the 
letter und thit the order placed 
was entirely unknown to them. 

Before the Commercial «Press 
had received that reply, however, 
the first defendant, who had de- 
livered the letter to the Commercint 
Press, appeared again on March 
1}, benring another letter signed 
by him, giving detalls of his re- 
quirements and asking for the re- 
ceipts to be delivered on Mareh 
20. In the meantime, whilst they 
were atill waiting for a reply from 
tha Kwan On Loong, the. Com- 
mercial Press had prepared their 
Mock nnd other material for the 
printing of the documents, 

On March 30, the first defendant 
telephoned. asking if the coos 
were ready, He was told to call 
for them but later the second 
defendant. called at the Commercial 
Preay on behalf of the first defen- 
dant to take delivery of the docu- 
ments, . He was then arrested and 
on his information the first defen: 
dant was subsequently arrested, 

Mr. Rendall read a letter written 
from Chung Shan to the first de- 
fendant in which the writer nicn- 
tioned that two chops were being 
made and that money was requir? 
ed for the payment of certain ar- 
ticles, “I shall submit," added 
Mr. Rendall, “that letter proves

But most of all'is the improve- 
ment noticeable in- the excellent 
writing, in the varloty of news, 
from grent agencies ike Routers, 
and from ‘special corres ondents. 
Take a short picee of. writing in 2 
lending English paper. How clear 
and ensy ft is to read. Not a 
word {s wasted, It is condensed 
und Interesting and vivid. No 
matter whether it be a lending 
article, 2 book review, a murder 
trial, or a .political’ incident in 
Brazil, the sume qualities will be 
secon. This result is acquired by 
being able to pay big aalarion to 
highly ‘educated men and women 
for both outside and Inside work. 


Local Newspapers. 


In the few minutes left for me, 
T want to suy something of the 
British Press in, Hongkong, The 
China Mail wos founded in 1846 
and the Hongkong: Daily Preaa in 
1847, which showa that the neces- 
sity for newspapers was felt in the 
very early days of the Colony. 
And If the Colony could support 
two papers then, aurely four daily 
papera nnd a Sunday paper are not 
too much now. The great func- 
tion of a newspuper is to give as 
accurate and complete a picture ns 
possible of what In going on in the 
world, When each town and even 
village was self contained, news 
wna nm luxury; for a commercial 
emporium like Hongkong It is a 
necessity; it ia our mental electric 
light; we could not carry on In the 
dark. We must know what ia hap- 
pening In Canton, in China, in the 
world, for all these things direct- 
ly affect us. There are several, 
sourcea of information but for all 
of you the newapapers are the 
most comprehensive and the moat 
important. 


’ There is another aspect, local 
news, We all like to see printed 
necounta of our own and other 
peoples weddings, of concerts and 
playa, and sport af all kind fn 
which we have taken pnrt. In 
this Colony, where we have no 
politics, and no municipalities— 
and we do not want either for ren- 
sons which | need not stress—the 
papers are really the only source 
of information that you have of 
what ‘the Government is doing. 


Value of Publicity. 


You’ may get inside knowledge 
of this or that, but it is the papers 
that tell you what is being said 
and done by all branches of the 
Government. We know the great 
traditions of British rule, but {a 
there any need for me to say that 
things are better when the acts of 
public servants are subjected to 
newspaper publicity? Men are 
fullible—-and it is by the paners 
you realise if there is an unneces- 
sarily fallible magistrate, police- 
man or, this was written on Satur- 
dny, shall [ say engineer. And 
from the. point of view of the 
Government itself; what rumours 
“vould fly round, but for the press. 
How many lakhs would Carvalho 
Yeo hive taken, what would have 
been the rumoured “true facts'’ 
of the water famine, and of the 
Gaol strike. I Jcould multiply in- 
stances. For the Government and 
for the people of this Colony, an 
alert, independent and responsi- 
ble Press is a necessity, 


Every week 1 go through our 
own files of 25 and 50 yearr ago 


to select extracts for reprinting 
day -by day. Even 25 years ago 
the: paper was smaller, the cable 
service was of the scanticst,.and 
foenl news was almost entirely re- 
atricted to the'courts. Advertise- 
ments were plentiful, but far less 
than ‘to-day. There were the 
shipping announcements, but the 
niotor trade, the music ‘trade and 
the things that women buy did not 
figure. The support that we get 
results in a more elaborate paper. 
It onables, for instance, those ex- 
cellent picture supplements, pub- 
lished every Saturday by our two 
evening papers. 


Cable Services. 


A word as to cable scrvices, 
Our main source is from Reuters, 
that great British agency. Dur- 
Ing the war, for propaganda pur- 
poses, the Hongkong Government 
gave the local papers indirect and 
generous assistance in getting a 
very full telegraphic service, 
When I wna at the Imparial Press 
Conference in London Inst sum- 
mer the representative of Reuter, 
Sir Roderick Jones, told me that 
this Far Eastern service was main- 
tained nt a loss. It was, thero- 
fore, something of a shock to 
learn, when I returned hero, that 
the Government, for very ood ren- 
sons, about which much canbe 
anid, for and against, had decided 
to withdraw their assistance. 
The problem was what sort of ser- 
vice would Reuters maintain? For 
nearly six months now, Rotarian 
Wylie, Mr. Wilson of the News- 
paper Enterprise, Ltd., and myself, 
have been negotiating with Reu- 
tera, and, thanks largely to the 
sagacity arid persistence of Mr. 
Wylie, our Chairman, Reuters have 
given a very generous contract, 30 
xenerous that 1 do not think you 
will notice much difference in our 
cable service. 


Do not, however, forget that this 
service fs avery heavy sterling 
commitment--and that our paper 
and machinery are also sterling 
commitments. 


A Hongkong newspaper staff ta, 
among other things a ‘League of 
Nations in miniature, In my own 
small team there are six different 
nationalities, or eight if you In- 
clude Scottish and Trish as dis- 
tinct, working together, I think [ 
can say, very amicably indeed, and 
whatever thé disadvantages of 
newspaper work may he, recruits 
are always to hand, and those who 
do leave generally keep touch, 


Help Appreciated. 


Asa final word, | want to thank 
people here for their support. 
For the courtesy with which they 
help the reporter secking news— 
n diffident youngster, belleva me, 
suffers agonica of shyness in his 
work. I cannot tell you how much 
kindness to pressmen is apprecint- 
ed, the kindness, for Instance, 
shown by the police. There are 
public people—none in Hongkong 
fortunately—who would.be very 
much benefitted by hearing the 
comments that presamen—shrewd 
and experienced judges _— of 
character—pass on them and their 
pomposities. For myself I have 
always had every possibie help, 
and an editor must rely or out- 
side help. He cannot be an ex- 
pert in all things. Like a barris- 
ter he enn only present the caar 
according to what he is told, and 
in the light of his general ex- 
perience. But information given 
in confidence, not for publication, 
he!ps us, more than you realise, 
and because this is so, “Respect 2 
confidence” is the first article of
